To  His  Excellency,  Hon.  Preston  H.   Leslie, 

(Governor,  Territory  of  Montana. 
Sir  : — 

The  Territorial  Board  of  Stock  Commissioners  of  this  Territory 
respectfully  beg  leave  to  tender  to  you  this,  their  second  official  report, 
embodying  the  work  of  the  Board  for  the  year  1887,  including  the  report 
of  the  Territorial  Veterinary  Surgeon  and  his  deputies  as  required  by  Law. 
To  this  report  we  also  respectfully  add  as  an  Appendix  and  as  required  by 
law,  the  report  of  the  Territorial  Recorder  of  Brands  and  Marks. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1887  the  following  Counties  were  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  and  the  Board  of  Stock  Commissioners  was 
composed  as  follows  : —

On  the  17th  day  of  June,  1887,  Ex-Governor  B.  F.  Potts,  Vice- 
President  of  our  Board  and  Stock  Commissioner  for  Lewis  and  Clarke 
County,  died  after  a  short  illness.  Governor  Potts  by  reason  of  his  life- 
long experience  in  the  stock  business,  together  with  his  sound  judgment, 
care,  and  foresight,  was  a  most  useful  and  efficient  member  of  the  Board. 
His  remarkably  long  service  as  the  Executive  of  this  Territory  had  given  him 
a  very  wide  acquaintance  and  a  thorough  knowledge,  as  to  the  needs  of  the 
stock-raising  industries  of  Montana,  for  protection  and  development.  It  is 
with  feelings  of  great  sorrow  that  we  mourn  his  loss. 

On  the  25th  day  of  August,  1887,  J.  T.  Murphy  of  Helena  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  vacancy  as  Stock  Commissioner,  caused  by  his  death. 

On  the  13th  day  of  October,  Stock  Commissioner  E.  P.  Lovejoy  of 
wson  County  tendered  his  resignation  which  was  transmitted  to  you. 
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At  the  close  of  the  year  there  existed  a  vacancy  for  this  County  in  the 
Board. 

At  the  15th  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  in  January  and  February, 
1887,  the  following  amendment  was  passed  to  "An  Act  for  the  better  pro- 
tection of  the  Live  Stock  interests  of  the  Territory"  : — 

"Section  32. — That  the  Governor  of  the  Territory  is  hereby  authorised 
to  nominate  and  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  council  appoint  a  Board  of 
Stock  Commissioners,  consisting  of  one  member  for  each  of  the  counties  of 
Dawson,  Custer,  Yellowstone,  Meagher,  Choteau,  Fergus,  Lewis  and 
Clarke,  and  such  other  counties  as  hereafter  may  require,  by  action  of  the 
County  Commissioners  of  such  county,  the  appointment  of  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Stock  Commissioners  therein,  and  such  Stock  Commissioners, 
upon  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  an  oath  to  support  and  uphold 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  to 
well  and  truly  perform  their  duties,  as  provided  by  law,  which  oath  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory,  and  all  such  counties 
not  hereinbefore  named  shall  be  and  constitute  the  Third  District." 

This  amendment  is  Section  32,  Fifth  Divison,  Compiled  Statutes  of 
Montana. 

The  object  of  this  amendment  to  the  existing  law  was  to  meet  an  urgent 
demand  from  other  counties  of  the  Territory  for  a  general  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature which  would  enable  counties  not  under  the  operations  of  the  Board 
and  the  Law  to  secure  its  advantages.  All  that  is  necessary  now  for  any 
county  in  the  Territory  to  secure  the  protection  afforded  by  law  and  the 
operations  of  the  Board,  is  to  secure  an  application  by  the  County  Com 
missioners  of  the  county  to  the  Governor  to  be  placed  under  the  operations 
of  the  Board  and  requesting  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  Stock  Commissioner 
and  then  levy  the  Tax. 

During  the  year  the  stockmen  of  Madison  and  Silver  Bow  Counties, 
appreciating  the  importance  of  this  law,  petitioned  their  County  Commis- 
sioners to  have  them  placed  under  the  operations  of  the  Board,  and  the 
County  Commissioners  of  these  counties  took  favorable  action  thereon  and 
made  application  to  the  Governor  of  the  Territory  to  make  appointments  of 
Stock  Commissioners  for  their  counties. 

Mr.  S.  R.  Buford  of  Virginia  City  was  appointed  Stock  Commissioner  for 
Madison  County  on  the  22d  day  of  July  1887.  and  Mr.  P.  A.  Largey  was 
appointed  upon  the  26th  day  of  October  as  Stock  Commissioner  for  Silver 
Bow  County. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Board  of  Stock  Commissioners  was  con-

Making  nine  counties  out  of  fifteen  under  the  the  operations  of  the  Board, 
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Other  counties  are  considering   the   advisabiUty  of  coming    under  law  and 
in  a  number,  favorable  action  will  undoubtedly  be  taken  this  year.

To  assist  the  Board  of  Stock  Commissioners  in  its  work  a  number 
of  persons  have  volunteered  to  serve  the  Board  every  way  they  can  without 
compensation.  To  assist  these  parties  in  their  operations  on  behalf  of  the 
stock  interests  of  the  Territory,  the  Board  of  Stock  Commissioners  have 
conferred  upon  them  the  appointment  of  Stock  Inspectors.  The  following 
persons  are  serving  in  this  capacity  and  rendering  valuable  services  when- 
ever an  opportunity  occurs  : —

It  became  apparent  to  the  Board  of  Stock  Commissioners  at  their  Spring 
meeting  at  Miles  City  in  April  1887  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  largely 
reduce  the  force  of  Inspectors  and  Detectives  as  well  as  all  other  expenses  as 
soon  as  the  cattle  shipping  season  was  over.  This  action  was  rendered 
necessary  by  reason  of  the  large  and  serious  losses  of  live  stock  throughout 
Montana  during  the  winter  of  1886-87  which  would  curtail  the  revenue  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Board.  The  first  step  taken  with  this  idea  in  view  was 
dispensing  with  the  services  of  Inspector  Willard  at  Medora,  Dakota,  on 
April  21,  1887. 

At  the  fall  meeting  held  in  August  the  Board  gave  a  great  deal  of 
additional  attention  to  the  question  of  reducing  the  force  and  expenses. 
Inspector  Campbell  was  notified  that  his  services  could  not  be  continued 
after  the  i  st  of  September.  Inspector  C.  D.  Hard  was  notified  that  his  services 
could  not  be  continued  with  pay  after  the  ist  of  September.  He  there- 
upon volunteered  to  aid  and  assist  the  Board  in  every  way  possible,  con- 
senting to  act  as  Stock  Inspector  without  pay  until  such  time  as  the  Board 
could  reinstate  him.  At  this  meeting  it  was  ordered  that  Inspectors  Ander- 
son and  Thomas  be  notified  that  their  services  could  not  be  continued  after 
the  15th  day  of  November.  The  services  of  Inspectors  Watts  and  Camp- 
bell were  dispensed  with  on  September  ist,  1887,  while  Inspectors  Hughes, 
Sweeney  and  Barney  left  the  employ  of  the  Board  earlier  in  the  year. 

The  following  Inspectors  were  retained  on  reduced  pay  during  the 
winter  and  their  duties  extended  to  embrace  all  counties  under  the  operation 
of  the  law  : —

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During  the  shipping  season  or  the  time  of  the  year  when  the  beef 
cattle  \vere  being  sent  to  Eastern  markets  the  Board  had  in  its  employ  J.  H. 
Lander  as  Stock  Inspector  at  the  St.  Paul  Stockyards  and  he  conducted  the 
inspection  there  of  all  cattle  and  horses  bound  East  until  the  new  yards 
were  opened.  Then  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  inspect  at  both  places  and 
the  Board  ordered  Mr.  Thos.  A.  Mattheus,  Stock  Inspector,  to  report  to 
St.  Paul  to  conduct  the  inspection  at  the  new  yards  during  the  rest  of  the 
season.  Mr.  Lander  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  from  the  first  of  June, 
1887  to  December  first  1887  and  Mr.  Mattheus  conducted  the  inspection 
at  the  new  yards  from  the  end  of  September  until  December  first  1887. 
These  Inspectors  had  a  very  large  amount  of  work  to  perform  in  inspect- 
ing all  the  cattle  shipments  from  Montana^  Northern  Wyoming  and  Western 
Dakota  ranges,  and  the  total  shipments  inspected  by  them  aggregated 
80,660  head  of  cattle.  They  performed  their  duties  in  a  most  satisfactory 
manner. 

The  operations  of  the  force  of  Inspectors  and  Detectives  in  the  service 
of  the  Board  during  the  year  1887  covered  all  the  counties  of  the  Territory 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board,  together  with  the  thorough  inspection 
of  all  the  cattle  shipped  out  of  the  Territory.  Many  of  the  Inspectors  and 
Detectives  have  been  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  since  its  organization  and 
have  become  exceedingly  efficient  and  useful.  All  of  them  have  performed 
their  duties  in  a  conscientious  and  careful  manner  and  the  results  have 
been  very  beneficial  not  only  to  the  stockmen  in  the  counties  named  but  to 
those  generally  throughout  the  Territory.  The  Stock  Inspectors  and  Detec- 
tives have  rendered  much  service  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law  and  the 
capture  and  conviction  of  offenders,  not  only  against  the  stock  interests  of 
Montana  but  in  the  general  enforcement  of  its  criminal  laws.  In  this  con- 
nection it  should  be  stated  that  the  mere  fact  of  having  Inspectors  acting  in 
various  localities  has  been  of  very  great  benefit  in  the  way  of  the  prevention  of 
crime  of  all  kinds.  The  benefits  derived  in  this  way  from  the  system  are  almost 
as  important  as  the  direct  and  more  apparent  ones.  All  the  expense  con- 
nected with  the  operations  of  the  law  under  which  we  act  has  been  paid  by 
the  Hve  stock  owners,  no  one  else  contributing  anything  to  that  end.  To 
prevent  the  operation  of  this  law  causing  any  embarrasment  to  small  stock 
owners  Section  44,  Fifth  Division,  Compiled  Laws,  reads  as  follows  : — 
"When  any  person  is  the  owner  of  not  exceeding  ten  cows,  and  two  horses  or 
two  mules,  such  animals  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act." 

It  is  hoped  that  the  good  results  derived  from  the  system  in  the  coun- 
ties which  have  adopted  it  will  in  the  near  future  induce  all  other  counties 
to  have  Stock  Commissioners  appointed  and  enable  the  Board  to  extend  its 
beneficial  results  to  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  live  stock  in- 
terests throughout  the  entire  Territory. 

A  very  strong  reason  why  all  the  stock  counties  should  unite  in  this 
matter  for  mutual  protection,  is  the  fact  that  the  presence  of  Inspectors  in 
a  portion  of  them  has  had  a  marked  and  noticeable  effect  in  driving  the 
thieves  and  disreputable  characters  into  the  other  counties,  not  embraced 
in  the  law,  as  is  shown  by  tne  large  ■  increase  in  depredations  in  those 
counties. 
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Your  Board  respectfully  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the 
year  1887,  82, 134 -head  of  cattle  were  inspected,  of  which  67,254  head 
were  re-inspected  at  Minnesota  Transfer,  that  3,149  strays  were  recovered 
in  shipments  ;  193  upon  ranges  and  13  persons  were  arrested.  The  num- 
ber of  convictions  cannot  be  given  as  in  many  cases  trials  have  not  taken 
place. 

For  convenient  reference  we  append  hereto  tables  showing  the  revenue 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  derived  from  the  various  counties  of  the  Ter- 
ritory during  1887  ;  the  number  of  arrests  made  by  each  Inspector;  the 
inspections  and  re-inspections  of  cattle  ;  the  strays  recovered  ;  the  amount 
of  money  received  by  the  Board  for  the  strays  ;  together  with  a  summary  of 
the  operations  of  the  Board  each  year  since  its  creation.

That  the  results  accomplished  during  1887  are  more  satisfactory  than 
accomplished  during  the  previous  years  is  demonstrated  by  the  following 
statistics,  and  the  fact  that  there  passed  through  the  hands  of  the  Board  of 
Stock  Commissioners  a  total  amount  of  $15,825.36,  in  settlement  for  strays 
discovered  by  the  Stock  Inspectors,  a  sum  larger  than  both  the  previous 
years  combined.  In  1885  only  $1,119.25  was  remitted  directly  to  the 
Board.  In  1886,  $9,699.84  was  remitted  directly  to  the  Board.  Of  the 
$15,825.36  sent  to  the  Board,  $15,012.80  was  paid  out  to  the  owners  of 
strays  and  the  balance  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  your  Board, 
the  owners  either  not  being  known  or  the  ownership  being  in  dispute.  A 
large  proportion  of  the  strays  discovered  in  shipments  of  cattle,during  the  year, 
were  remitted  for  directly  to  the  owners  by  the  persons  having  the  shipments 
in  charge,  and  duplicate  receipts  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  show- 
ing that  the  animals  had  be^n  paid  for.

THE  RECORDING  OF  BRANDS  AND  MARKS. 

The  Fifteenth  Legislative  Assembly  passed  a  law  placing  the  recording 
of  Brands  and  Marks  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  your  Board.  This 
was  done  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  numerous  conflicts  and  infringe- 
ments on  the  brands  of  others  that  had  arisen  in  previous  years  by  reason 
of  the  Recorder  of  Brands  and  Marks  having  nothing  in  the  way  of  Rules 
to  guide  him  in  recording  brands.  The  Board,  as  soon  as  the  law  went 
into  operation  adopted  a  set  of  Rules  governing  the  recording  of  brands 
that  promised  to  do  away  with  all  the  vexation  and  annoyance  to  stockmen 
that  had  heretofore  existed.  The  Board  has  the  honor  to  report  that  this 
law  is  working  to  the  interest  of  all  stockmen  and  has  stopped  since  it 
came  into  effect  the  conflicts,  annoyances  and  vexations  that  had  heretofore 
existed  in  the  recording  of  brands  and  marks.  The  Board  believing  that 
in  recording  and  registering  a  brand,  indicating  ownership  of  property 
amounting  to  millions  of  dollars  in  this  Territory  there  should  also  exist  a 
law  making  it  a  misdemeanor  for  any  person,  association  or  corporation  to 
use  an  unrecorded  brand  which  was  an  infringement  upon  a  recorded 
brand,  presented  the  importance  of  this  subject  to  the  Extraordinary  Ses- 
sion of  the  15th  Legislative  Assembly  and  secured  the  passage  of  the 
following  law : — 

"And  it  is  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  associa- 
tion or  corporation  within  the  Territory  of  Montana  to  use  any  unrecorded 
brand  which  is  an  infringement  upon  any  recorded  brand,  provided  that 
this  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  use  of  any  figure,  symbol  or 
other  mark  in  addition  to  a  recorded  brand  to  indicate  age,  condition  or 
classification.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful  to  use  any  brand  such  as  a  sash, 
frying  pan  or  any  other  brand  or  device  whatever  which  can  be  employed 
or  used  to  obliterate  any  brand.  Any  person  violating  these  provisions 
shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $100  or  more  than  $500,  or  be  im- 
prisoned in  the  County  Jail  not  to  exceed  60  days  or  be  punished  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment." 

By  prohibiting  the  use  of  a  sash,  frying  pan  or  other  brand  or  device 
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to  obliterate  brands  the  Board  hopes  to  do  much  good  work  in  the  future 
in  preventing  destruction  of  the  evidence  of  ownership  (brands)  to  live 
stock  in  this  'I'erritory. 


It  is  a  gratifying  fact  to  report  to  you  that  the  operations  of  the  law 
under  which  we  act  and  the  results  attained  by  the  Board  in  protecting  the 
live  stock  interests  of  this  Territory  have  been  closely  watched  by  the 
stockmen  of  Wyoming  during  the  past  two  years  and  that  they  became  so 
thoroughly  convinced  of  the  great  results  to  be  secured  by  such  a  law  that 
they  had  their  Legislature  this  past  winter  pass  a  law  similar  in  scope  to  the 
one  under  which  we  act.  The  Board  has  recently  been  appointed  and 
organized  and  the  stockmen  of  Wyoming  look  for  as  good  results  in  their 
Territory  as  have  been  attained  in  this.  The  adoption  of  this  law  in 
Wyoming  is  all  the  more  gratifying  when  it  is  known  that  there  has  existed 
during  the  past  sixteen  years  an  exceedingly  powerful  and  useful  Stock 
Grower's  Association. 

In  closing,  the  Board  wishes  to  state  that  they  are  fully  satisfied  that 
the  efficiency  already  attained  in  their  operations  can  be  still  further  in- 
creased and  that  a  better  understanding  of  the  operations  of  the  law  by 
stockmen  and  the  officers  selected  to  enforce  it  will  do  much  to  bring  about 
the  result.

REPORT  OF  THE 

Territorial   Veterinary    Surgeon, 


Helena,  Montana,  April   i6th,   1888. 
To  the  Honorable,  The  Board  of  Stock  Commissioners, 

Territory  of  Montana. 
Gentlemen  : — 

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Territorial 
Veterinarian.  In  my  last  report,  I  stated  that  the  health  of  the  cattle  of 
the  Territory  was  good,  and  it  is  with  great  pleasure,  that  I  can  now  re- 
affirm that  statement. 

During  the  past  year,  no  diseases  of  a  contagious  character,  with  the 
exception  of  a  very  few  cases  of  Symptomatic  Anthrax,  or  Black  Leg, 
have  appeared  among  bovines,  and  the  loss  from  diseases  other  than  con- 
tagious, has  been  extremely  slight. 

The  quarantine  regulations  have  been  strictly  adhered  to  and  no  cattle 
from  infected  districts  have  been  allowed  to  enter  the  Territory.  The  num- 
ber of  cattle  brought  into  the  Territory  during  the  past  year,  has  been  very 
small  compared  with  that  of  previous  years.  From  March  to  November, 
1887,  I  had  a  deputy  stationed  at  Glendive,  N.  P.  R.  R.,  who  inspected 
4,817  head  of  live  stock,  of  which  number,  131  head  were  horses,  and 
831  head  were  destined  for  points  west  of  Montana.  From  November, 
1887,  to  April,  1888,  the  shipments  over  the  N.  P.  into  Montana,  were  so 
slight  that  I  did  not  keep  a  deputy  at  Glendive,  but  through  the  courtesy  of 
Dr.  AUoway,  Territorial  Veterinarian  for  Dakota,  all  stock  billed  for  Mon- 
tana and  points  west,  were  examined  by  the  Dakota  Inspector  at  Minnesota 
Transfer. 

The  number  of  cattle  driven  into  Montana  over  the  southern  trails 
was  small.  Little  danger  was  to  be  apprehended  from  these  trail  cattle,  as 
before  reaching  Montana,  they  would  have  to  pass  the  inspector  of  both 
Colorado  and  Wyoming,  but  such  cattle  were  re-inspected  at  the  Montana 
line,  by  a  deputy  specially  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

The  quarantine  regulations  regarding  cattle  brought  to  Montana, 
which  have  undergone  some  modifications  and  changes  since  my  last  re- 
port, are  being,  and  will  be  enforced  during  the  coming  season,  as  in  the 
past,  and  I  hope  with  equally  good  results. 
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It  would  afford  me  much  pleasure,  if  I  could  make  as  favorable  a 
report  concerning  the  horses  of  the  Territory  as  the  cattle,  but  from  the 
very  nature  of  horses,  this  could  hardly  be  expected.  While  I  consider  the 
health  of  horses  to  be  generally  good,  there  has  been,  during  the  past  year, 
several  outbreaks  of  disease  which  merit  attention.  Early  last  year,  a  disease 
of  a  peculiar  character  was  reported  by  Fletcher  Bros.,  of  Lewiston,  Fergus 
County,  as  existing  in  their  band,  which  upon  investigation  proved  to  be 
the  so-called,  Maladie  du  Coit,  or  disease  of  copulation.  This  disease, 
which  is  of  Asiatic  origin,  though  well  known  in  Europe,  had  not,  I  believe, 
up  to  this  time,  been  diagnosed  in  the  United  States,  although  there  is  no 
doubt  of  its  having  existed  among  imported  French  horses,  for  a  number 
of  years.  This  loathsome  disease  appears  to  have  been  introduced  into  the 
Fletcher  band  of  horses,  by  a  one-half-bred  Norman  stallion,  brought  to 
Montana  from  Washington  Territory,  in  the  spring  of  1886,  and  since  that 
time,  twenty-three  mares  and  two  stallions  have  succumbed  to  the  disease, 
while  others  are  still  affected.  Maladie  du  Coit  exists  in  two  forms,  the 
benign  and  malignant.  Animals  suffering  from  the  malignant  form,  die  in 
a  longer  or  shorter  period,  usually  lasting  not  more  than  a  few  months, 
varying  according  to  previous  condition,  constitution,  etc.,  while  in  the 
other  form,  the  animal  may  live  for  a  number  of  years,  and  even  apparently 
recover.  The  danger  to  be  apprehended  is  as  great  from  the  benign  as  the 
malignant  form,  as  a  stallion  may  contract  the  disease  from  a  mare  having 
it  in  a  very  mild  form,  and  transmit  it  to  other  mares  with  all  its  worst 
characteristics,  while  he  himself  may  or  may  not  be  noticeably  affected. 
Great  care  has  been  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  from  the 
Fletcher  band.  At  the  present  time,  the  disease  exists  only  among  a  few 
mares  and  I  have  decided  to  have  these  animals  appraised  and  slaughtered, 
as  the  disease  can  be  totally  eradicated  now  at  a  nominal  cost  to  the 
Territory,  whereas  if  allowed  to  spread,  I  know  of  no  disease  which  would 
so  seriously  affect  our  horse-raising  interests,  as  it  would  effectually  bar  our 
horses  from  the  markets  of  the  world.  Although  many  more  horses  have 
died  from  other  diseases,  to  which  I  shall  hereafter  allude,  causing  much 
greater  individual  loss,  yet  taking  into  consideration  the  dread  with  which 
Maladie  du  Coit  is  everywhere  regarded,  this  is  undoubtedly  the  most 
serious  outbreak  of  disease  to  which  my  attention  has  been  called  in  this 
Territory. 

On  August  3d,  1887,  an  outbreak  of  disease  of  a  very  fatal  character 
was  reported  as  existing  among  horses,  near  Cartersville,  Lewis  and  Clarke 
County.  Upon  investigation  this  disease  appeared  to  be  of  an  obscure 
character  and  different  in  many  respects  from  anything  hitherto  described 
as  affecting  horses.  While  horses  on  this  range  were  dying  in  large 
numbers,  other  outbreaks  of  the  same  character  were  reported  from  several 
parts  of  the  Territory,  the  most  serious  being  in  Meagher  County.  Owing 
to  the  nature  of  the  country  in  which  these  outbreaks  occurred,  the  semi- 
wild  state  of  the  horses  and  the  lack  of  means  for  carrying  out  scientific 
investigations,  comparatively  little  could  be  done  toward  arriving  at  a  con- 
clusion regarding  its  causation  and  true  pathology. 

On  November  14th  last,  I  was  requested  by  your  Honorable  President 
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to  call  upon  some  expert  pathologist  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  me  in  my 
investigations ;  arrangements  were  accordingly  made  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  Gov.  Leslie  and  the  late  Governor,  John  S.  Marmaduke  of 
Missouri,  by  which  Prof  Paul  Pacjuin  of  the  State  Agricultural  College  of 
Missouri  should  visit  Montana  for  this  purpose.  The  disease  had,  however, 
by  this  time  about  run  its  course  and  only  a  few  chronic  or  sub-acute  cases 
could  be  found,  which  did  not  present  enough  of  the  typical  characteristics 
of  the  disease,  to  warrant  me  in  sending  for  Prof  Paquin.  Dr.  Paquin  was 
selected  for  this  service  on  account  of  his  eminent  qualifications  as  a 
pathologist,  and  because  he  has  at  his  command,  all  necessary  apparatus 
and  instruments  for  carrying  out  an  investigation  of  this  character.  Should 
this  disease  again  appear  the  coming  summer,  I  hope  to  be  able,  with 
arrangements  now  made,  to  arrive  at  an  absolute  conclusion  regarding  it. 

I  would  suggest  that  your  Honorable  Board  take  some  action  whereby, 
should  it  become  necessary,  I  could  secure  a  few  head  of  horses,  to  be 
used  for  experimental  purposes,  such  as  testing  the  contagious  or  non- 
contagious character  of  the  disease.  My  investigations  so  far  seem  to  show 
this  to  be  a  malignant  fever,  without  localization  of  lesions,  affecting  equines 
stabled  or  ranging  in  mountainous  districts,  its  chief  characteristics  being, 
excessively  high  temperature,  a  very  frequent  full  pulse,  tumultuous  heart's 
action,  palidity  of  mucous  membranes  and  all  the  general  symptoms  of 
high  fever.  Post  mortem  examinations  revealed  in  no  cases  sufficient  lesions 
to  account  for  death.  A  detailed  account  of  my  investigations  is  on  file  in 
my  office,  but  is  too  long  to  embody  in  this  report. 

Each  of  these  outbreaks  appeared  to  be  of  an  enzootic  character,  the 
animals  in  one  circumscribed  area  being  affected,  while  others  within  a  few 
miles  and  under  precisely  similar  conditions,  as  to  range,  feed,  etc.,  have 
remained  perfectly  healthy.  Again,  another  outbreak  may  occur  at  a 
distance  of  forty  or  fifty  miles,  the  intermediate  bands  showing  no  signs  of 
disease.  From  all  data  which  I  have  been  able  to  collect  so  far,  this 
disease  does  not  appear  to  be  of  a  contagious  nature,  but  the  question  of  the 
contagious  or  non-contagious  character  of  any  disease,  is  one  which  cannot 
be  settled  without  many  experiments,  and  consequently  my  present  opinion 
on  the  subject  may  undergo  a  change. 

In  regard  to  the  treatment  of  this  disease,  the  fact  that  ninety-eight 
per  cent,  were  unbroken  range  animals,  makes  this  matter  decidedly  unsatis- 
factory, it  being  impossible  to  approach  an  animal,  until  the  last  stages  of  the 
disease,  except  by  the  process  of  roping  or  running  into  a  chute,  which  in 
all  cases  produced  such  excitement  and  fear  as  to  more  than  offset  any 
good  which  might  be  done  medically.  In  the  majority  of  cases  in  which 
treatment  was  practicable,  the  disease  seemed  refractory  to  ordinary  fever 
remedies,  but  a  sufficient  number  recovered  to  show  that  under  favorable 
circumstances,  the  disease  is  by  no  means  necessarily  fatal. 

A  large  portion  of  my  time  and  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the 
stamping  out  that  most  loathsome  equine  disease.  Glanders,  which  had  un 
fortunately  obtained  a  foothold  in  our  Territory. 

Since  making  my  last  report  to  you,  we  have  killed  or  caused  to  be 
killed,  over  200  glandered  horses  and  mules.     Besides  these,  a  number 
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have  died  in  quarantine  and  many  others  are  still  held.  This  disease 
fortunately,  seems  to  be  but  slightly  contagious  on  the  range,  fully  nine- 
tenths  of  those  affected  being  broken  horses  and  even  the  majority  of  the 
few  cases  found  upon  the  range,  proved  upon  enquiry  to  have  contracted 
the  disease  while  iij  a  state  of  domestication,  and  becoming  unfit  for  work, 
had  been  turned  loose  by  their  unscrupulous  owners.  Although  glanders 
seems  to  be  so  slightly  contagious  on  the  range,  we  should  not  lose  sight  of 
the  fact  that  under  certain  conditions,  favorable  to  the  propagation  of  the 
glanders  germ,  the  disease  may  assume  a  more  virulent  form,  and  spread 
with  increased  and  alarming  rapidity,  and  the  importance  of  ridding  the 
range  of  every  glandered  animal  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged. 

There  are  no  portions  of  the  Territory  in  which  the  disease  exists  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  occasion  alarm,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  by 
the  end  of  the  present  season,  all  known  cases  will  have  been  disposed  of. 
Rumors  of  supposed  contagious  equine  diseases  have  from  time  to  time 
reached  me  from  various  parts  of  the  Territory,  which,  upon  investigation, 
have  proved  groundless  or  were  based  upon  local  outbreaks  of  some  such 
disease  as  Strangles. 

Speaking  generally  of  the  health  of  the  horses  of  the  Territory,  I  con- 
sider it  to  be  excellent.  Where  horses  receive  ordinary  care  and  attention, 
I  believe  that  the  general  health  will  compare  favorably  with  any  part  of 
the  United  States. 

In  regard  to  Sheep :  Active  steps  have  been  taken  toward  the  erad- 
ication of  scab,  which  I  believe  to  be  the  only  contagious  disease  existing 
among  the  flocks  of  the  Territory. 

In  November  last  I  represented  Montana  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
United  States  Veterinary  Sanitary  Association,  held  at  Kansas  City,  where 
measures  to  secure  uniformity  of  action  among  the  different  states  and 
territories  of  the  Union,  in  relation  to  the  suppression  of  contagious 
diseases,  particularly  Zymotic  Pleuro-Pneumonia  among  cattle,  were 
exhaustively  discussed  and  adopted. 

I  also  attended  in  March  last,  in  response  to  a  call  from  Dr.  Salmon, 
Chief  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  a  meeting  of  official 
veterinarians,  held  at  Denver,  to  consider  what  steps  were  necessary  to 
prevent  the  introduction  of  Texas  Fever  into  northern  herds  during  the  com- 
ing season,  such  action  being  deemed  necessary  on  account  of  the  gradual 
closing  of  trails  and  the  more  extensive  shipping  of  cattle  from  the  south  to 
the  north. 

In  conclusion  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  Gov.  P.  H.  Leslie  and 
your  Honorable  Board  for  valuable  counsel  given  me  during  the  past  year, 
and  also  my  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  Dr.  F.  H.  Parsons, 
who  has  been  associated  with  me  as  Deputy  Veterinarian.
